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How  To  Grow  Beautiful  Sweet  Peas 

Question :  Is  it  really  necessary  to  plant  Sweet  Peas  early  ? 

Answer:  Yes,  for  best  success. 

Question:  Can  they  he  started  in  the  house  or  hot  bed  arid  transplanted? 
Answer:  Yes,  but  difficult  to  do  so  and  should  not  be  undertaken  without 

the  use  of  two  inch  paper  pots. 

Is  it  necessary  to  dig  a  deep  trench  to  plant  them  in  ? 

No,  plant  in  a  shallow  trench  and  when  the  plant  is  up  begin  to 
draw  the  dirt  in  and  continue  as  the  plant  grows  until  the  trench 
is  filled. 

Is  there  inoculation  for  them  as  for  field  peas,  garden  peas  or 
the  clovers  ? 

Yes.  See  page  23  of  our  catalog. 

How  thick  should  the  plants  stand  in  the  row ? 

Some  have  very  good  success  with  a  plant  every  2  inches,  but  a 
plant  every  4  inches  is  better. 

Is  it  necessary  to  tie  the  vines  to  the  trellis  as  they  grow  or  wall 
they  take  hold  and  cling  ? 

The  plant  occasionally  needs  a  little  help  in  this  way. 

What  can  be  done  to  produce  an  abundance  of  bloom? 

Early  planting,  rich  soil  and  keeping  the  blooms  pulled  off  so  the 
plant  will  not  seed. 

Should  the  bloom  be  cut  off  or  pulled  off? 

It  is  better  to  cut  off  so  the  vine  is  not  injured. 

Are  the  new  early  type  Siveet  Peas  satisfactory? 

Yes. 

Are  they  really  earlier  than  the  Spencers  ? 

Yes.  Some  growers  state  two  weeks  earlier  than  the  Spencers. 
What  is  the  most  popular  color  in  Sweet  Peas? 

That  is  hard  to  say  but  pink  seems  to  be  the  most  popular  with 
our  trade,  and  I  imagine  with  others  as  well.  We  have  four 
novelties  this  year  and  three  are  pink,  each  distinct  in  both  form 
and  coloring.  The  next  most  popular  color  is  some  shade  of  red.

For  a  regular  gable  roof,  multiply  the  length  of  the  roof 
by  the  length  of  the  rafters  on  each  side  and  multiply  this  by 
two,  which  will  give  the  total  number  of  square  feet  on  both 
sides  of  the  roof.  Divide  the  square  feet  by  100  to  get  the 
number  of  squares  of  shingles  or  rolls  of  roofing  you  will  need. 

For  a  hip  roof,  multiply  the  length  of  the  roof  on  one  side  by 
the  length  of  the  longest  rafter  and  divide  by  tw7o,  which  will  give 
you  the  total  number  of  square  feet  for  that  side.
